Two sisters were shotgunned at close 
range Sunday, killing one and critically 
wounding the other. Police arrested 
their brother, a ycung soldier home on 
holiday leave. 
The brother was identified as Fredr­ 
ick Hanson, 22, who is stationed at Ft. 
Dietrick, Md. 
Homicide 
detectives 
said 
Hanson 
would be questioned further today to 
learn what may have triggered the at­ 
tack. 
According to several witnesses, Han­ 
son stepped inside his mother’s subur­ 
ban home to find his two older sisters 
seated in the living room with their 
husbands, amiably chatting. 


He reportedly ducked into a bedroom 
for a moment then returned with a 
shotgun and blasted the women at 
pointblank range. Hanson is said to 
have told detectives the amount of ma­ 
terial goods owned by his two sisters 
angered him. 
One woman, Mrs. Marilyn Cobum, 
28, of South Gate, died after three 
hours surgery. Her sister, Mrs. Joann 
Shoemaker, 29, of Los Angeles, under­ 
went nearly eight hours surgery Sun­ 
day night and remained in very criti­ 
cal condition. 


Girl nominated 


to A.F. Academy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. Wil­ 
liam L. Hungate, D-Mo., said today he 
had nominated an 18-year-old girl to 
the Air Force Academy, and promised 
a fi°ht to overcome the Academy’s 
men-only policy. 
Hungate identified the girl as Karen 
Dwyer of St. Charles, Mo., a senior at 
St. Chalres High School, where she is a 
member of the Air Force Junior ROTC 
Honor Guard and Drill Team. Hungate 
also said she was a member of the Na­ 
tional Honor Society and ranked 6th 
out of her class of 490. 
Hungate said he and his seven-mem­

Advisory 
Committee 
were “impressed with Miss Dwyer’s 
outstanding scholastic background, lea­ 
dership potential and willingness to 
serve her country. 
“While we believe she will be an as­ 
set to the Academy and should be con­ 
sidered by them on an equal basis with 
male nominees, we anticipate their 
continued reluctance to accept females. 
“We will have a tough battle on our 
hands, but we are prepared to follow 
through and do whatever we can to see 
that Karen Dwyer receives fair treat­ 
ment and consideration.” 


Defect blam ed for 


police copter crash 


OAKLAND, Calif.(UP) -T h e crash of 
a police helicopter that killed two offi­ 
cers was caused by a mechanical fail­ 
ure, not bullets from a sniper’s gun as 
police previously thought. 
The National Transportation Safety 
Board reported during the weekend 
that the Oct. 2 crash was caused by 
“fatigue fracture in excess of five in­ 
ches” in the main rotor-gear drive 
shaft. 
Pilot Wendell Trover, 47, a 22-year 
police veteran, and officer David Gui- 
dem, 26, died when the Hughes 300-C 
helicopter plunged to the ground and 
burst into flames. 
Police called the deaths a “double 
homicide.” 
Alameda County’s Charles Simmons 
said Trcyer had a bullet wound in his 
head, but he declined to call the deaths 
murder. 


Son Dimas mayor quits over 
new law; others may follow 


SAN DIMAS — Mayor Thomas Nuss 
today became the first official in the 
Pomona Valley to resign because of 
the newly enacted state disclosure of 
assets law which becomes effective 
New Year’s Day.. 
Other resignations appeared likely in 
what appeared to be an abrupt nega­ 
tive reaction to the new legislation. 
Nuss held a 30-minute press confer­ 
ence this morning before adjourning a 
special 15-minute City Council meeting 
at which he handed copies of his resig­ 
nation from the council to fellow mem­ 
bers. 
Nuss, a partner in the law firm of 
Moran, Nuss and Jager, said that des- 


pite a great deal cf effort to obtain a 
firm definitive interpretation of the new 
financial disclosure law requirements 
as they pertain to him as a lawyer, “I 
have not been able to determine to my 
satisfaction the law does not directly 
or 
indirectly 
violate 
my privileged 
communications 
or 
those 
of 
other 
members of my firm,” he said. 
There were indications that other 
city halls in the Pomona Valley would 
be receiving resignations today before 
the 5 p.m. deadline. 
Sources 
said 
Pomona 
Councilman 
Richard French was prepared to leave 
his post, though French couldn’t be 
reached for comment this morning. 


In addition, the Claremont council 


has scheduled a meeting for 4 p.m. to­

to discuss 
the 
disclosure 
act. 


There has been speculation that one or 


more members there may resign. 


Nuss explained that the new law re­ 
quires disclosure of each source of in­ 
come, loans or gifts, of $250 or more in 
value, received in the past year. 
He said that if the law didn’t require 
dislcosures of the past year he could 
begin preparing his clients and war­ 
ning them of the law’s requirements. 
In a prepared statement, Nuss said 
that “I feel that anyone who consults a 
lawyer should feel secure that the fact 


that such consultation has taken place 
will remain confidential.” 
“I am in accord with the aims of the 
law,” Nuss continued, “but under the 
circumstances I do not want to take a 
chance upon jeopardizing the rights of 
others to privacy and confidentiality.” 
Mayor Pro-tem James Lough called 
it “a very sad day for the city.” His 
statement reflected the mood of the 
other councilmen. 
The council immediately went into 
executive session to consider a replace­ 
ment for Nuss, who has been mayor 
for two years and has been a council­ 
man since 1968. 
The council did not come up with an 
immediate successor, however. 
The council may appoint a successor 
within 30 days or call a special election 
in June. In 1972, Nuss was elected to 
his second 4-year term on the council. 
The problem confronting the council 
is finding a person willing to disclosed 
his financial assets. The person would 
have 10 days to comply with the new 
state law.

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Simon says penny hike in gasoline price

Federal 
energy chief William E. Simon said to­ 
day that gasoline prices will go up ano­ 
ther one-cent a gallon to reimburse 
dealers for reduced sales due to the 
fuel shortage. 
Announcement of the rise may come 
later today, Simon said, and follows a 
meeting he held with officials of the 
Cost of Living Council. It would be the 
first increase outside the wholesale 
price increases currently allowable un­ 
der President Nixon’s Phase IV pro- 
gkm . Simon, in an appearance on a 


t e l e v i s i o n program (NBC’s Today 
show), also said that the long lines of 
motorists reported at most service sta­ 
tions during the weekend were gener­ 
ally limited to metropolitan areas. He 
blamed the situation on holiday traffic 
and said it should ease after Wednes­ 
day. 
Simon said Sunday that the govern­ 
ment had launched an investigation 
into possible hoarding of petroleum 
supplies and had stepped up enforce­ 
ment of fuel allocation regulations acr­ 
o ss the country. 


Simon said his Federal Energy Of­ 
fice (FEO) is checking for any “abnor­ 
mal stockpiling” by refiners, impor­ 
ters, wholesalers and end users of 
crude oil or refined products.” 
Simon 
also 
announced 
a 
general 
crackdown on violators of any part of 
the fuel allocation program. “Willful 
violators of the mandatory fuel alloca­ 
tion regulations are subect to criminal 
penalties,” he said. “False or fraudu­ 
lent activities regarding the allocation 
orbgram will be prosecuted and could 
ie a d to substantial fines.” 


He said surveillance of the mandato­ 
ry allocation programs for propane 
and middle distilates—mainly heating 
fuel—has already begun, and 1,000 In­ 
ternal 
Revenue 
Service 
agents 
are 
being mobilized to enforce existing al­ 
location rules and those which will go 
into effect Jan. 15. 
Simon also announced that his office, 
working with state and local officials, 
had settled more than 15,000 hardship 
cases involving individuals, business- 
' 
men, farmers and industries who said 
' 
they needed more fuel than they had 


been allocated. 
Simon also announced plans to es­ 
tablish a “grass roots” group repre­ 
senting gasoline and diesel retail deal­ 
ers to advise the government on fuel 
policy. “Local dealers are living with 
the problems created by the fuel short­ 
age and we think it is essential that 
representatives of these dealers help 
us formulate the programs that will af­ 
fect their operations,” Simon said. A 
public briefing will be held in Washing­ 
ton Jan, 9 to explain how the group 
will be chosen.

Don’t ‘ fool ’ your 


heating system 


Locate thermostats away from any 
heat-producing object, such as light 
bulbs, heaters and appliancps. These 
can “fool” your heating system ther­ 
mostats into shutting off too soon. The 
height at which your thermostat 
is 
mounted is important. Warm air rises, 
so if the thermostat is mounted too 
high the warmer air higher in the 
room will turn the heater off too quick­ 


ly- 
If your thermostat is mounted too 
close to the floor, cooler air near floor 
level will cause the heating system to 
operate for longer periods, resulting in 
overheating and increased energy costs.

Inv e s ting 
Airline future 
windy but good

Q — I have a few shares of UAL, Inc. (NYSE) which I 


purchased toward my son’s college education. I won’t need the 
money for a couple years; do you think the stock is worth 
holding? - M.S. 


A — On balance the fuel shortage may have a positive effect 
on this airline’s profit margins. The savings afforded by the 15 
per cent cutback in fuel allocations to domestic carriers prop­ 
osed by the Administration are expected to be offset by higher 
costs for jet fuel. However, personnel reductions — UAL has 
recently stated that 950 employes (2 per cent of their labor 
force) will be furloughed — will provide additional cost sav- 
ings. As of January 7, 1974, 137 daily flights will have been 
cancelled which should have a positive impact on their load 
factor even if traffic growth is insignificant in 1974. 
The 5 per cent in domestic scheduled fares will apply to 
about 90 per cent of UAL’s passenger revenues. If the higher 
fares, among other factors, do not alter passenger flight plans, 
the increase could add more than 80 cents annually to earn­ 
ings. The shares appear undervalued in terms of potential 
earnings and should be held. 


Q — we are retired and will soon inherit around $40,000. 


Would a bond such as American Telephone 8.70s of 2002 give 
us the income and safety we require? — G.I. 


A — Yes, this AAA-rated debenture sells at a premium to 
yield 8.1 per cent currently. In your position, however, I would 
buy four different bond issues in order to reduce risk, vary 
maturity dates and spread interest payments over several 
months. In addition to the Telephone bond, you might consider 
U.S. Treasury Notes due in 1980 and carrying a 6% per cent 
coupon rate. This security* sells around par and yields 6.75 per 
cent. Also suited to your investment requirements are A-rated 
Public Service Elec. & Gas 9s of 1995 and AAA-rated World 
Bank Bonds 6i/2s of 1976. These two issues yield 8.5 per cent 
and 7.5 per cent respectively when held to maturity. 


Q — Where do I find price quotations on U.S. Treasury 


Securities and TV A, FHLB, etc. bonds? What is the best way 
to buy same? — F.F. 


A — The financial pages of most metropolitan newspapers 
print daily quotations on government, agency and miscel­ 
laneous securities. The listings may include coupon (or inter­ 
est rate) date of maturity, bid and ask price and yield to 
maturity. Treasury bills, however, are quoted in terms of their 
discount from face value. All these securities may be pur­ 
chased through brokers for a small commission. When first 
issued, Treasury bonds, bills and notes may be purchased 
through a non-competitive tender offer to a Federal R eserve 
bank or branch office. Agency securities may also be acquired 
in this way through the New York Federal R eserve Bank. 
The procedure for entering the tender offer is carefully out­ 
lined in literature available at these banks. Write or call the 
office nearest you for full information. By availing yourself of 
this method you will avoid paying a commission on your pur­ 
chase.

q — How do warrants differ from stock and what is your 
opinion of them for investment? — A.W. 


A — Warrants represent the right or option to buy a particu­ 
lar stock at a stated price, usually within a specified time 
period. Aside from this right, warrants are worthless unless 
convertible into a partial share as in the case of Com­ 
monwealth Edison A & B warrants (NYSE). Unlike stock, 
warrants represent no ownership in a company and pay no 
dividends. 
The appeal of warrants is that they normally sell well below 
the price of the underlying common stock, giving the investor 
greater leverage on the capital. There is another side of the 
coin, of course. If the related common stock declines, you are 
likely to suffer a far greater percentage loss in your warrants > 
than in the shares themselves. Money is made in warrants but 
j mostly by experienced traders who are able to devote time to 
following and studying this investment vehicle. 


Q — 1 am retired and have $10,000 In Southwestern Bel! 
Telephone 8% of 2006. I also own on margin, since 1971, 800 
shares of Great Northern Iron Ore (N YSE). The dividends on 
this cover the interest costs for the broker’s loan. Will GN1 
return to Its former glory when it was selling at $40? — W.H. 
A — Your investment goals are not clear from the unusual 
strategy you are following. Margin accounts make sense for 
investors seeking fast growth who can afford to speculate. 
Since you are retired and your only other holding is an income 
producer, the two-year use of high cost money doesn’t appear 
i to be financially prudent. 
Great Northern Iron Ore trust certificates are primarily at­ 
tractive as income holdings. Earnings from royalties are not 
i expected to increase. Shipments are being made from the one 
remaining active iron ore mine owned by GNI and from stock- 
| piles. Since 1953, when peak shipments were reached, output 
| has been declining. 
Although exact figures are not available, reserves of high- 
grade ore are limited. Taconite ore deposits on company prop­ 
erties are extensive. However, shipments of these low-grade 
1 ores have declined — one lessee did not mine on the trust’s 
property. The prospects for a return to earlier high share 
price levels are limited. I would recommend partial sale to 
discharge the broker’s loan. The remaining shares may be 
held for income.

Q — Could you discuss the automatic investment plan de­ 
scribed in the enclosed brochure. I am able to invest $40 per 
month and would appreciate your opinion on using this invest­ 
ment method.

A — These bank-sponsored plans, which are similar in con­ 
cept to the NYSE Monthly Investment Plan, enable the aver­ 
age wage earner to invest painlessly on a regular basis as 
little as $20 per month toward retirement. You are, however, 
restricted to a list of 25 Big Board-listed issues, although these 
are among the most widely held NYSE securities. In addition 
to your pro-rata share of the commission, which is less than 
the rate usually would be on a small commitment, you do 
have to pay a small fee for bookkeeping and custodial serv­ 
ices. You, nonetheless, derive the advantages of dollar-cost 
averaging, assuming you stick with one stock for a reasonable 
period. By all means this type of investment plan is a worth- 
whil method for building an estate.

CLAREMONT — Mo to rists, beware. 
Ju st becau se y o u d o n ’t see a high­ 
way p atro l car in y o u r mirro r d o esn ’t 
mean y o u aren ’t bein g watched . 
The Califo rn ia Highway Patro l will 
so o n go to the air to p atro l tho se lo n g 
stretches o f highway s in u n p o p u lated 
areas o f the state. 
Three Sho rt Tak e Off an d Lan d in g 
(STOL) airp lan es hav e been p u rchased 
fo r $2 3,000 each an d are p lan n ed to be 
p laced in to serv ice n ex t Febru ary . 
“They will p atro l tho se highway sy s­ 
tems in o u tly in g areas fo r traffic v io la­ 
to rs an d stalled o r d isabled v ehicles,” 
said Art Trask o f the air p atro l p ro ­ 
gram. 
Pilo ts will main tain rad io co n tact 
with o fficers in p atro l cars to rep o rt 
an y v io latio n s o r stran d ed mo to rists, 
he ad d ed . 
The three p lan es u n d erwen t certain 
mo d ificatio n s recen tly at Cable Airp o rt 
in Up lan d . Bid s are bein g receiv ed fo r 
sp ecial rad io eq u ip men t. 
When the p ro gram begin s, the sho rt­ 
win ged aircraft will be assign ed to 
Barsto w, 
Co alin ga 
an d 
Sacramen to 
areas. They will be man n ed by p ilo ts 


a nd o bserv ers, sa id Tra sk. 
Fiv e pilo ts will be a ssig ned to the 
pla nes during the initia l pha se. The 
number a nd serv ices ma y be ex pa nded 
la ter. 
“ We ha v e 
a number o f pilo ts no w in 
the pa tro l, a nd tho se selected will re­ 
ceiv e specia lized tra ining befo re a s­ 
sig ned,” he sa id. 
The STOL pla nes will fill a big g a p 
which no w ex ists beca use o f the limit­ 
ed number o f pa tro l ca rs a ssig ned to 
v a st dista nces, such a s the desert a rea 
surro unding Ba rsto w. 
The pla nes wo n’t ha v e litter insta lla ­ 
tio ns to ha ul injured mo to rists lo ng dis­ 
ta nces to ho spita ls. “ We a re, ho wev er, 
lo o king into tha t situa tio n,” o ffered 
Tra sk. 
The a ircra ft ha v e a ra ng e o f 6 30 
miles a nd a 2 8 mile-per-ho ur co ntro lled 
speed. They cruise between 100 a nd 130 
miles a n ho ur. 
They a re no ted fo r sho rt dista nces 
required fo r ta keo ffs a nd la nding . With 
“ g ro ss weig ht,” a STOL pla ne ca n 
clea r a 5 0-fo o t o bject a t 6 5 0 feet. With 
o nly o ne perso n a bo a rd, the pla ne ca n 
be a irbo rne a t 15 0 feet. 


On lan d in gs, a p lan e can clear a 50- 
fo o t o bject an d sto p at 600 feet. With 
o n e p erso n abo ard , the d istan ce is cu t 
to 150 feet. 
This is the seco n d time the high­ 
way p atro l has in itiated a fix ed win g 
aircraft p atro l p ro gram. 
“We had fiv e p lan es in 1962 bu t the 
p ro gram was d ro p p ed after a y ear’s 
trial p erio d ,” said Trask . The p ro gram 
then was marred by a mid -air co llisio n 
in No rthern Califo rn ia. 
In ex chan ge fo r the three STOL 
p lan es, the p atro l gav e u p a helico p ter 
assign ed to the In d io area. 
It will retain fo u r o ther helico p ters 
n o w in u se. Three are assign ed to the 
Lo s An geles area an d the fo u rth to San 
Fran cisco .

1 wa nt to tha nk y o u fo r a ll the info rma tio n 1 ha v e a cquired 
by just rea ding Actio n Line. This letter is a request fo r mo re 
info rma tio n befo re I send in a check fo r ta x es. 
In September I o rdered bed linen, dra pes a nd thro w co v ers 
to ta ling $1 1 9,91 . Since I co uld no t find a cha rt to predetermine 
the co st o f po sta g e, I sent just my check fo r $1 1 9.91 . 
I receiv ed a ll the a rticles a nd a lso a bill fo r $2 1 .1 4, including 
$1 2 .9 8 in shipping cha rg es, $1 ha ndling cha rg e a nd $7.1 6 , the 
la st a six per cent ta x . 
1 sent a check fo r $1 3.96 but didn’t feel 1 o wed six per cent 
so I didn’t send the $7.1 6 . 
A week a g o I receiv ed a letter ex pla ining tha t 1 still o we 
$7.1 6 use ta x . 
Wha t 1 ca nno t understa nd is why the co mpa ny I dea lt with 
co llects this ta x but ma ny o ther ma il o rder co mpa nies do no t. 
I pa id a use ta x in 1 949 o n a tra v el tra iler which we bo ug ht in 
Ohio a nd bro ug ht into Ca lifo rnia . The use ta x a t tha t time wa s 
2 *4 per cent. I’m sure tha t the sta te ta x o n o ther items pur­ 
cha sed in Ca lifo rnia wa s much mo re a t tha t time. — Mrs. R.

Yo ur questio ns were a nswered fo r y o u a nd Actio n Line by A. 
B. Ga rcea u Jr., who ha s mo uthful o f a title—district principa l 
ta x co mplia nce superv iso r—with the Ca lifo rnia Sta te Bo a rd o f 
Equa liza tio n. 
He sa id the co mpa ny y o u dea lt with wa s co llecting ta x es in 
a cco rda nce with the la w. 
He po inted o ut the respo nsibility o f the co nsumer under the 
Sa les a nd Use Ta x La w. One o f the la w’s pro v isio ns is tha t if 
a co nsumer refuses to pa y the ta x to the reta iler, a 10 per 
cent pena lty ma y be a dded. 
The a v era g e Ca lifo rnia co nsumer is usua lly purcha sing pro p­ 
erty fro m o ut-o f-sta te v endo rs who a re no t “ eng a g ed in busi­ 
ness” in Ca lifo rnia a cco rding to the la w. 
Such v endo rs a re no t required to be reg istered no r a re they 
required to co llect the use ta x . 
As a result, ma ny peo ple buy fro m o ut-o f-sta te sellers who 
do no t bill o r co llect the ta x . In these situa tio ns, the co n­ 
sumers a re lia ble directly to the sta te fo r pa y ment o f the ta x . 
The firm y o u dea lt with, a ltho ug h no t a Ca lifo rnia firm, ha s 
interests in this sta te which ma ke it a “ reta iler eng a g ed in 
business in this sta te” a nd require it co llect the ta x 
f r o m 
the purcha ser. 
The ta x ra te ha s cha ng ed sev era l times since it wa s o rig ­ 
ina lly ena cted in 1933. The sta te co llects the sta te a nd lo ca l 
sa les a nd use ta x es. 
The sta te ra te ha s v a ried a nd the lo ca l ra te ha s been ba si­ 
ca lly the sa me since 195 6 a t o ne per cent. 
The ta x ra te in 1949 wa s 
2 */2 per cent fo r the first ha lf o f the 
y ea r a nd 3 per cent fo r the la st ha lf. 
When y o u ma de y o ur purcha se, the co mbined ra te wa s 6 per 
cent. It returned to 5 per cent o n Oct. 1.

A U. S. primary? 
Pro, mostly con 


A lo t o f po liticians and po litical thinkers do n’t 
want to see a repeat in 19 76 o f the co nfused, strung- 
o ut setup o f 2 3 primaries which presidential candi­ 
dates had to co nfro nt in 19 72 . 
It was no surprise, then, when a cluster o f mo re 
than 5 0 U.S. state and lo cal po litical o ffice-ho lders, 
scho lars and o ther specialists, gathered at Co lumbia 
Univ ersity ’s American Assembly in a mo untainto p 
mansio n, v o ted stro ngly fo r a series o f regio nal prim­ 
aries to be held o n staggered dates in future presiden­ 
tial y ears. 
The idea is no t new. Orego n’s Sen. Ro bert Pack- 
wo o d has such a pro po sal. Generally , it is seen as 
an attractiv e v ariant o n the co ncept o f a fully na­ 
tio nal primarv , to be held o n a single day . Sens. 
Mike Mansfield and Geo rge Aiken hav e to ssed that 
o ne into the ho pper. 
But sentiment runs against the natio nal primary , 
and it fo und no measurable suppo rt at Co lumbia’s 
Arden Ho use. The o bjectio ns are many , including 
the no tio ns that it wo uld in effect giv e us two na­ 
tio nal electio ns, wo uld be co stly , and because o f its .

They 're inv olv ed in school now. Their 
entire ou tlook on school is changed. 
Tt’s no longer a dru dgery . We hav e ac­ 
tu al ev idence now of no winding down 
or u p for going on and off the v acation 
periods,” said Stortz. 
He ex plained that u nder the tradi­ 
tional program, “from May on, it’s a 
drag. Then in September, y ou spend six 
weeks rev iewing becau se they ’v e been 


2or.e for three months.” 
Mey er spoke of the fou r 9 -week ses­ 
sions” as a v ehicle for not only im­ 
prov ed concentration from 
stu dents, 
bu t also as a means of allowing stu ­ 
dents to immediately make u p failing 
grades or improv e low grades. 
“Stu dents can now finish remedial 
tasks when they shou ld instead of wait­ 
ing nine months for makeu p. And in­ 
tersessions offer a chance to take spe­ 
cial classes and deal with indiv idu a­ 
lized instru ction which allows the stu ­ 
dent to map ou t strategy according to 
riv en situ ations. We’re helping the stu ­ 
dent in basic su bjects plu s we’re try ing 
to giv e him something different,” Me­ 
y er added. 
Completion of Magnolia is the nex t 
bu ilding program in Chino schools. 
Upon completion, it will u tilize both 
open space and y ear-rou nd programs. 
Walnu t, opened in 1966 with Stortz as 


the top administrator, is filled now be­ 
y ond its original capacity of 8 50 stu ­ 
dents. This was made possible throu gh 
the y ear-rou nd program. 
“Under this particu lar program we 
will be able to accommodate 1,000 stu ­ 
dents with no additional bu ilding. At 
the present time, we are at 900 enroll­ 
ment. If we were on the traditional 
program, we’d be on dou ble session 
now,” Siortz stated. 
The u tilization of space has allowed 
tor cost sav ings in both bu ilding con­ 
stru ction 
and 
maintenance, 
Mey er 
noted. 
. Discipline problems at both schools 
hav e been drastically redu ced. Mey er 
felt that possible problem children be­ 
come le«=s bothersome becau se “they 
can see an end to the nine-week pro- 
gram.” The Walnu t principal attribu tes 
this decrease to “ less boredom 
w i t h 
school and a change in the stu dent po­ 
pu lation ev ery few weeks that rids u s 
of gangs.” 
Both men praised the “continu ity of 
learning” that stems from the pre­ 
sence cf teachers and stu dents on 
campu s throu ghou t the y ear. The stop 
and go of learning has been elimi­ 
nated, they said, and the sporadic na­ 
tu re of edu cation may soon become a 
thing of the past with 
y ear-rou nd 
schools. 
Vi Richards, Walnu t School secret­ 
ary , pointed ou t that parents hav e now 
accepted the program. 
“ Initially some parents were radi­ 
cally opposed. They stomped into the 
office in protest. Now the pendu lu m 
has swu ng in the other direction. It’s 
not only accepted by local parents, bu t 
a rash of people from other school dis­ 
tricts driv e their children to Walnu t ev ­ 
ery day ju st to be on this program. It’s 
amazing,” Mrs. Richards said. 
Parents also recognize the adv an­ 
tages of taking v acations in seasons 
other than su mmer. Not only hav e v a­ 
cations become less crowded and an­ 
x iou s, bu t they are also av ailable at 
cheaper rates. 
Mey er, who worked for 13 y ears in 
the largest school district west of the 
Mississippi, sees another adv antage in 
the program at Magnolia. 
“ I cou ld call most of the stu dents by 
name after ju st a cou ple of months. I 
personally find it more gratify ing be­ 
cau se it allows for a more one-to-one 
relationship 
with 
stu dents,” 
Mey er 
commented. 
Teachers are on a 18 0-dav per y ear 
contract which is the same as the 
traditional program, ex plained Stortz. 
Howev er, they hav e the option of ei­ 
ther teaching or su bstitu ting du ring in­ 
tersessions. 
Su pt. Rov ce Lapp will present the re­ 
v ised planning calendar of the y ear- 
rou nd program for 1974-75 to the school 
board on Jan. 22. At that time, the 
board will hav e the first reading for 
tentativ e approv al of other schools to 
join the program. Final approv al of the 
ex tenrion comes at the first meeting in 
Febru ary . 
Under the y ear-rou nd program in 
Chino, stu dents hav e been div ided into 
fou r grou ps, according to attendance 
bou ndaries. Each grou p attends classes 
for nine weeks, or 45 day s, and then 
goes on v acation 15 day s at the end of 
each session.

Stan Jones said that Nevada’s 
laws were protective and not 
discriminatory against wom­ 
en. 
Jones was commenting on a 
Justice Department suit filed 
against the state to invalidate 
the state’s employment laws 
which give special advantages 
to women. 
The suit claims the laws re­ 
strict employment opportu­ 
nities for women and violate 
the federal Civil Rights Act. 
Jones said the suit “ took 
me by complete shock.” He 
said, “We think it is an ill- 
conceived scheme of the Jus­ 
tice Department. 
“ We’re not aware of one 
single case where a female 
has been denied employment 
( N e w s p a p e r Enterprise or promotion as a result of 
Assn.)

l aws.” 


The laws prohibit women 
from working more than eight 
hours a day or six days a 
week. They also require wom­ 
en to get two ten-minute rest 
periods and 30 minutes for 
lunch. These laws do not ap­ 
ply to males. 


“Our contention is/the Jus­ 
tice Department should use 
the rule of extension and ap­ 
ply these rules to all em­ 
ployes rather than taking the 
negative point,” Jones sadd. 
He said he has asked the 
last two legislative sessions to 
make these laws apply to all 
employes rather than just 
women. 
“And we certainly intend to 
introduce it at the next ses­ 
sion,” he said. 
Jones added that there was 
“ no basis” for the Justice De­ 
partment suit and “we will 
contest it.”
